And again, that whatever Word or Sen- 
tence is printed in a different Charader, 
fli^li be judged to contain fomething ex* 
traprdinary either ot iVit or Suhlimf. 

A S for the Liberty I have thought fit 
to take of praifing my (elf, upon fome Ocj 
cafions or none ; I am fure it will need no 
Excufe, if a Multitude of great Examples 
be allowed fufficient Authority : For it i$ 
here to be noted, that Praife w:as originally 
a Penfion paid by the World ; but the Mo^ 
derns finding the Trouble and Charge too 
great in coueding it, have lately bought 
ovitthQ Fee- ^fipplfi fmce \yhich time, the 
flight pflPrefentation is wholly in our 
felves. For this Reafbn it is, that when 
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an Author makes his own Elogy he uCes 
a certain form to declare and infift upon 
his Title, which is commonly in ihefe or 
the like Words, I fpezk without Fanity ; 
which I think plainly (hews it to be a 
Matter of Right and Juftice, Now, I do 
here once for all declare, that in every 
Encounter of this Nature, thro' the follow- 
ing Treatife, the Form aforefaid is imply'd j 
which I mention, to ftve the Trouble of 
repeating it on (b many Occafions. 

'T I S a great Eafe to my Confcience 
that I have writ (b elaborate and ufeful a 
Di(courfe without one grain of Satyr inter- 
roixt ; which is the fole Point wherein 1 have 
taken leave todiflent from the famous Ori-r 
ginals of our Age and Country. I have ob- 
ferv'd fomeS^ty rifts to u(e thePublick much 
at the Rate that Pedants do a naughty Boy 
ready Hors'd for Dl{cipline:Firft expoftuJate 
theCa{e,then plead the Neceflky of the Rod, 
from greatProvocations,and conclude every 
Period with a Lafli.Now^if 1 know^ny thing 
of Mankind, thefe Gentlemen might very 
well fparc their Reproof and Corredion ; 
J^or there is not through all Nature ano* 
ther (b callous and infenfible a Member 
gs the Worlds Pofteriors^ whether you ap*

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ply to it the Toe or the Bheb. Befides, 
moft of our fate Saty rifts feem to lye un* 
dcr a (brt of Miftake, that bccaufe Net-> 
ties have the Prerogative to Sting, there-* 
fore all other Weeds mtifl: do fo too. I 
make not this Comparifon out oftheieaft 
Defign to dctraA from the^ worthy Wri- 
ters.- For it is well known among Mytho^ 
logifts^ that WeeJs have the Preeminence 
over all other Vegetables j and therefore 
the firft Monarch cf this Ifland^ whofe 
Tafte and Judgment were fo acute and re- 
fined, did very wifely root out the Rofes 
from the Collar of the OrJer^ and plant 
the Thifiles in their dead, as the nobler 
Flower of the two. For which Rcaion it 
is conjedured by prqfounder Antiqua^ 
ries, that the Satyrical Itch, (b prevalent 
iiT this Part of our Illand, was jfirft brought 
among us from beyond the Tweed. Here 
may it long flourilh and abound j May it 
(urvive and * negled: the Scorn of the 
World, with as much Eaft and Contempt 
lis the World is infenfibJe to the Laihes 
of it. May their own DuHntfs, or that 
ipf their Party, be no Difcouragcment for 
the Authors to proceed j but let them re^ 
member, it is with Wits as with RazorSy 
which sre flever fp apt to cut tho(e they 
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are employM on, as when they have Ufi 
their Edge. Befides, thofe whole Teeth 
are too rotten to bite, are beft of all o- 
thers qualifieij to revenge that Defed widi 
Adr Breath. 

I am not like other Men, to envy or 
undervalue the Talents I cannot reach ;. 
for which Rcafon J mtift needs bear a true 
Honor to this large eminent $e(J^ of our 
Britijh Writers, And I hope , this little 
Panegyrick will not be offcnfive to their 
Ears, fince it lias the Advantage of being 
only defigned for themfelves. Indeed^ 
Haturc her felf has taken Order, that Fame 
and Honor ihould be purchaftd at a bet- 
ter Peny worth by Satyr, than by any o* 
ther Produdioos of the Brain ; the World 
being fooneft provoked to Traife by 
l.a/hesy as Men are to Love^ There is 9 
Problem in an ancient Author, why De- 
dications, and other bundles of Flattery 
run all upon ftale ^ufly Topicks, without 
the fmalleft TinAure of any thing New ; 
not only tp the torment and naufeating 
of the Cbrifiian Reader, but Qf not fiid- 
deniy prevented) to the univerfiil (pread- 
ing of that peftilent Diftafe, the Lethar- 
gy, in this Ifland : Whereas, there is very 
^ ^ little 
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Kttle Satyr which has npt fbmething in 
it untouched before. The Defcdts of the 
former are ufually imputed to the want 
of Invention among thofe who are Deal- 
ers in that kind: But, I think, with a 
great deal of Iniuftice ; the Solution be- 
ing eafie and natural. For, the Materi- 
als of Panegyrick being very few in Num- 
ber, have been long fince exhaufted .- For, 
as Health is but one Thing, and has been 
always the fame, whereas Difeafes are by 
thouiands, befides new and daily Addi- 
tions: So, all the Virtues that have been 
ever in Mankind, are to be counted upon 
a few Fingers , but his Follies and Vices 
are . innumerable, and Time adds hourly 
to the Heap. Now, the utmoft a poor 
Poet can do, is to get by heart a Lift of the 
Cardinal Virtues, and deal them with his 
utmofl: Liberality to his Hero or his Patron: 
He may ring the Changes as far as it will 
go, and vary his Phrafe till he has talk'd

BUT, tho' the Matter (or Pan^yrick 
were ^s fruitful as the Topicks of Satyr, 
yet would it not be hard to find out a 
(ufficient Reafbn, why the latter will be 
alway better received than the firft. For, 
this being bellowed only upon one or a 
few Perfbns at a time, is fure to raife 
Envy, and . consequently ill Words from 
the reft, who have no (hare in the Blef^ 
fing ; But Satyr being levelled at all, is 
never refentcd Yor an offence by any, fmce 
every individual Perfbn makes bold to 
underfland it; of others, and very wifely 
removes his particular Part of the Bur- 
then upon the Shoulders of the World, 
which are broad enough, and able to bear 
it.

Merits* Whereas, in Enf^ani it is juft 
the Reverft of all this. Here, vou may 
fecurety difplay your utmoft Rhetorick^^ 
g^inft Mankind, in the Face of the World ;

To this End, the Philofophcr's Way in 
all Ages^ has been by creding certain Edi- 
fees in the Air ; But, whatever Practice 
and Re^putation thefe kind of Strudturcs 
have formerly poflefled, or may ftill con- 
tinue in ; not excepting even that of So- 
crates J when he was fufpended in a Basket 
to help Contemplation j I chink, with due 
Submiflion, tl&ey Teem to labor under two 
Inconveniende^, Firft, that the Founda- 
tions being laid too high, they hkvc 'been 
often out of Sight, and ever out of tlear^ 
ing. Secondly, that the Matei;ials being 
very trahfitory, hive fufiered much from 
Ihclemqnccs of Air, fcfpecially in thefe 
North-Weft Regions. 

Therefore, tdwards the jiift Per- 
formance of this gredt Work, there re- 
main but three Methods that T can think 
on ; Whereof the Wifdom of our Anceftbrs 
being highjiy ftnfible, has, to encoiirag^e 
all afpiring Adventurers^ thought fit to e-

^For, as to the Bur, tho'it be compounded 
of the fame Matter, and ddigned fqr the 
rfairie'lffe, it cannot however be well al- 
lowed the Honor of a fourth, by realbn

laterals. ; ^Jeicher can the Berjch it ifelf, 
tho* raifed to a proper Eminency , put in 
a ^better Claim, whatever ics Advocacs in- 
fifl: on. For if rhey pleafe to look into 
the original Defign of its Eredion, and the 
Circumftances or Adjundte fubfervjcnt to 
that Defign, they will (oon acknovvle^ge 
the prefent Pradice exadlly correfpondent 
to the Primitive Inftitution, and both to 
' anfwcr the Etymology of the Name, which 
in the Phter^ician Tongue is a Word 6f 
gceat Signification, importing, if literal- 
ly intefprepad.

But if no other Argument could oc- 
cur to exclude the Be^cff and the Bar from 
the Lift of Oratorial Machines, it wcrefu|- 
ficient, that the Admiflion of them would 
overthrow a Number which I was refolved 
to eftabliih whatever Argument it might 
coft me ; In imitation of that prudent Me- 
thod obferved by many other Phiiofbphers 
and great Clerks, whofe chief Art in Divi- 
fion has been, to grow fond of (bme proper 
myftical Number, which their Imaginations 
have rendred Sacred, %o a Degree, that 
they force common Reafon to find room 
for it^An every part of Nature ; reducing, 
including, and adjufting every Genus and 
Species within that Compafs, by coupling, 
fome againft their Wills, and banifhing o^ 
thers at any Rate. Now, among all the reft, 
the profound Number r/^/J££ is that 
which, hath moft employed my fublimeft 
Speculations, nor ever without wonderful 
Delight. There is now in the Prefs, ( and 
will be pubiiih'd next Term^ a Panegy- 
rical Eflay of mine/ upon this Number, 
wherein 1 have by moft convincing Proofs,

feveral deferters from its two great Rivals 

SBrEN and NINE. 

Now, the firft of thefe Oratorial Ma- 
chines in Place as well as Dignity, is the

of Timber from the Sjlva CaledMsa, which 
agrees very well with our Climate.

which h^ Ihortly dcfigns to publifli in 

Twelve Volumes in Folio, illuftrated with 

Co'ppcr-Plates. A Work highly ulcfiil 

and curious, and altogether worthy of fuch 

afHand. 

The laft Engine of Orators, is the 
^ta^e-hineranfy ereded with much Saga- 
city, ftich Jove fluvioy in triviis c5" q^^' 
JrMfs. It is the great Seminary of the 
two former, and its Orators are (bmetimes 
preferred to the One, and fometimes to 
the Other, in proportion to their Defer- 
vings, there being a flridt and perpetual 
Intercoutfe between all three. 

From this accurate Deduction it is ma- 
nifeft that for obtaining Attention in Pub- 
lick, there is of necefliiy required a f/h 
ferior Tojition of Place. Bur, altho* this 
Point be generally granted, yet the Caufe 
is little agreed jn ; and it feems to me, 

that 
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that very few Philofophers have ^Ijen ixh 
to a ttu?, natural Solution of this Pham-^ 
mtnon. Tflie ^epeft. Account, and the 
mod fairly digcfted of any I have yec 
met with, is this. That Air being a heavy 
Body, and therefore (according ^ 
to the Syftem of ^ Epicurus ) con- Lij,. x^^' 
tinually defcending, muft needs 
be more s6, when loaden and prefs'd down 
by Words ; which are alfo Bodies of much 
Weight and Gravity, as it is manifeft frorh 
thofe deep Imprefftom they make and leave 
upon us 5 and therefore mu(l be delivered 
from a due Altitude, or elfe they will nei- 
ther carry a good Aim, nor fall down with 
a fufficient Force.

And I am the readier to favour this 
Conjedure, from a common Obferyation ; 
that in the feveral AflcmbHes of thefe O- 
rators, Nature it felf hath inftruded the 
Hearers, to Hand with their Mouths open, 
and ereded ^rallel to the Horizon, (b as 
.fhey may be interfered by a perpend ir 

D 4 cul^t 
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cular Line from the 2^nich to the Center 
of the Earth. In which Pofition, if the 
Audience be well compad, every one car- 
ries home a Share^ a;i4 little or nothing 
is loft. 

I confefs, there is fomcthipg yet more re- 
fined in the Contrivance and Strudure of 
pur Modern Theatres. For,- Firft; the Pit 
is funk below the Stage with due Regard to 
the Inftitution above deduced ; that what- 
ever weighty Matter fhall be delivered thence 
( whether it be Lead or Gold) may fall plum 
into the Jaws of certain Criticks ( as I think 
they are called ) which (land ready open to 
devour them. Then, the Boxes are buik 
round, and raifed to a Level with the Scene, 
in deference to the Ladies, becaufe. That 
large Portion of Wit laid out in rajiing 
Pruriences and Protuberencies, is obferved 
to run much upon a Line, and ever in a 
Circle. The whining Paffions, and little 
ftarved Conceits, are gently wafted up by 
their own extreme Levity, to the middle 
Region, and there fix and are frozen by 
the frigid Underftandings of the Inhabi* 
tants. Bombaft and Bu^onry, by Na- 
ture lofty and light, foar higheft of all, 
and would be loft in the Roo^ if the pru- 
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dent Archited had not with much Fore- 
fjghc contrived for them a fourth Place, 
called the Trnlw-Peny Gdllerj, and there 
planted a fuitable Colony, who greedily 
intercept them in their Paflage. 

Now this Phyfico* logical Scheme of O- 
ratoriai Receptacles or Machines, contains 
a great Myftery, being a Type, a Sign, an 
Emblem, a Shadow, a Symbol, bearing 
Analogy to the fpatious Commonwealth 
of Writers, and to thofe Methods by which 
they mufl;^ exalt themfelves to a certain 
Eminency above the inferior World By 
the Pulpit are adumbrated the Writings of 
pur Modern Saints in Great Brit4in, as they 
have fpiritualized and refined them from 
the Drofs and Groflhefs of Senfe and Hur 
man Reafon. The Matter, as we have (aid, 
is of rotten Wood ^ and that upon two 
Con;(iderations ; Becaufe it is the Quality 
of rotten Wood to Light in the Dark: 
And fecondly, Becaufe its Cavities are full 
of Worms : Which is a Type with a Pair 
of Handles, having a Refped: to the two 
principal (^alifications of the Orator, and 
the two di^rent Fates attending upon hi$ 
Worfcs.

Under the Stage-iti»eranp are couche4 
thofc Produdions defigned for the Plca- 
fure and Delight of Mortal Man; fuch 
as, Six'ftny-worth of iVit, Weftmlnfter DrcU' 
leries^ Delightful Tales, Compleat Jefi^s, and 
the like ; by which the Writers of and fcMr 
GRUB-STREET, have in thefe later 
A|^s fo nobly triumpht over Timi ; hwc 
clipt his Wings, pared his Nails, filed his 
Teeth, turned back his Hour-Gla6, blunt- 
ed his Scythe, and drawn the Hob-Nails

out of his Shoes. It is under this ClatTis, 
I have prefumcd to lift my prefent Trea- 
tife, bciog juft come from having the 
Hpnor conferred upon tne, to be a*

Now, I am not unaware, how the Pro^ 
dudions of the Grub^Street Brotherhood, 
have of late Years fallen under many Pre- 
judices ; nor hpw it has been the^ per- 
petual Employment of two junior ft art- up 
Societies, to ridicule them and their Au- 
thors, as unworthy their eftabliihed Poft 
in the Commonwealth of Wit and Learn- 
ing. Their own Confciences will eafily 
inform them, whom I mean ; Nor has the 
World been (b negligent a Looker on, as 
not to obferve the continual Efforts made 
by the Societies of Grejham and of Ff7//'s, 
to edify a Name and Reputation upon the 
Ruin of Ours. And this is yet a more 
feeling Grief to Us upon the Rcgpirds of 
Tendernefs as well as of Juftice, when 
we refle<9: on their Proceedings, not ojdy 
as unjuft, but as ungracefu), undutiful, 
and unnatural. For, how can it be for- 
jgot by the World or themfelves, (to fey 
nothing of our own Records, which are 

full 
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firil and clear in the Point ) that they both 
are Seminaries, not only of our PlMting-, 
but our Watring too ? I am informed. 
Our two Rivals have lately made an Offer 
to enter into the Lifts with united Forces, 
and challenge us to a Compari(bn of 
Books, both as to Weight and Number. 
In Return to which, (with licence from 
our Prefident ) I humbly offer two An- 
jTwers :• Firft, We fay, the Propofal is like 

that which Archimedes made

the urth. diog an Impoilibility in the 

Pradice ; For, where can they 
find Scales of Capacity enough for the firft 
or an Arithmetician of Capacity enough 
for the Second. Secondly, We are ready to 
accept the Challenge, but with this Con- 
dition, that a third indifferent Perfon be 
aflTigned, to whofe impartial Judgment it 
ihall be left to decide, which Society each 
Book, Treatife or Pamphlet do moft pro- 
perly belong to. This Point, God knows, 
is very far from being fixed at prefent; 
For, We are ready to produce a Gitalogue 
of fomc Thoufands, which in all common 
Juftice ought to be entitled to Our Fra- 
ternity, but by the revolted and new-fan- 
gled Writers, moft perfidioufly afcribed to 

th? 
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the others. Upon all which, we think ic 
Very unbecoming our Prudence, that 
the Determination fhould be remitted to 
the Authors themfelves; when our Ad- 
verfaries by Briguing and Caballing, have 
cau(ed fo univerfal a Defediion from us^ 
that the greateft Part of our Society hath 
already deferred to them, and our neareft 
Friends begin to ftand aloof, as if they 
were half aihamed to own Us. 

This is the utmofi; I am authorized 
to iay upon (b ungrateful and melancho^ 
ly a Subjed; bccaufe We are extreme un- 
willing to inflame a Controverfy, whofe 
Continuance may be fo fatal to the Inte- 
refis of Us All, defining much rather that 
Things be amicably compofed ; and We 
fliall fo far advs^nce on our Side, as to be 
ready to receive the two Prodigals with 
open Arms, whenever they fliall think fit 
to return from their Husks and their Har-^ 
lots ; which I think from the 
* prefent Courfe of their ^ * ^f'"*^!,^' 
Studies they molt properly demcmtdies. 
may be {aid to be engaged 
in ; and like an indulgent Parent, continue 
to them our Afie<3ion and our Bleifing.

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" But the gteatefl: Maim given to that 
general Reception, wbich the Writings of

Wifdom is 
a Hen^ whofe Cackling we muft valiie and 
confider, becaufe it is attended with an 
Egg I But then, laftly, 'tis a Uttt^ which 
unkfs you chufe with Judgment, maycoft 
you a Tooth, and pay you with nothing 
but a Worm. In con(equence of thefe mo- 
mentous Truths , the Gruhaan Sages have 
always chofen to convey their Precepts 
and their Arts, (hut up within the Vehides 
of Types and FaWcs, which having been 
perhaps more careful and curious in a* 

doming. 
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doming, than was altogether neceflary, it 
.bas fared with viiefe Vehicles after the 
ufuai Face of Coaches over-fineiy painted 
ipmd gilt ; that the trarifitory Gazers have 
fbda:&zled their Eyes, and hlM their Fma- 
giiikttons with the outward Liiflre, as nei- 
ther to regard or confider, the Perfon or 
the Parts of the Owner within. A Mif- 
fdrtiine we undergo with (bmewiiat kCs 
Reludaticy, becaafe it has hmn cominoii 
tO'iis With fytkigoras^ ^fop, Socrates, and 
other of our Prededeffors^

HowEVEt, that neither the World 
not our felves loay any longer fuffer by 
fiich Mifuttdefftandings, I have been pre- 
vailed on^ after much Importunity from 
liiy Fri^ds, to travel in a compleat and 
laborious Di0btation upon the prime Pro- 
dudi6ns of our Society, which beftdes their 
beautiful Externals for the Gratification of 
fuperficial Readers, have darkly and deep- 
ly couched under them, the moil finiihed 
aftd refmdd Syftems of ail Sciences and 
Arts ; as I do not doubt to lay open by 
Untwifttftg or Unwinding, a:nd either to 
draw up by £xantlation> or difplay by In-* 
cifion.

certed Matters together, and agreed uoa- 
nimoufly, to lock up their Father s Will in 
a Strong^Box^ brought out of Gre^e or 
jft^jj ( J h^ve forgot which) and trouble 
f hemiiblyips no farther to e^^mine it, but 
pnly r$ifer tQ its Authority whenever they 
|:hought |itr In coqiequenpe whereof, a 
while after, it grew a general Mode to 
>vear an iniBaite Number of Points^ mofi: 
pf them t^d ipiih Siher ; Upon which 
|:he Scholar pronounced, ^jc C^th$dray that 
Foints were abfolutely ^un Paternoy as 
jhey might very well rcmeoiberf ^Tis 
true indeed, the Fafliion preicfibed ibme* 
what rnore than werediredly named in the 
Will ; However, that tfiey, as Heirs ge- 
neral of their Father, had Power tP^oiake 
and add certain Qaufes for publick £mo- 
jfument , though not deducible taidem 
njerbis frona tlie Letter of the Will , or 
elfe, MultAoiffurdafiquerentur. This was 
underftood for Canonic aL and therefore on

THE Learned Brother fo often tnea- 
tioned, was reckoned the beft Scholar in 
all that or the next Street to it ; info- 
piuch, as having run fomething behind- 
hand with the World, he obtained the Fa- 
vour from a cerum Lord^ to receive him 
into his Houfe^ and to teach his Children. 
A while after the Lord Died^ and he fay 
long Praftice upon his Father's Will, found 
the way of contriving a Deed of Conveyance 
of that Houfe to Himfelf and his Heirs : 
Upon which he took Pofr^flSon, turned 
fhe young Squires out, and received hij 
Prothers in their ftead.

TH O' I have been hitherto as cau- 
tious as I could, upon all Oc- 
cafions, moft nicely to follow 
the Rules and Methods of Wri- 
ting, laid down by the Example of our 
illuftrious Moderns ; yet has the unhappy 
fliortnels of niy Memory led me into an 
Error, from which I muft immediately 
extricate my felf, before I can decently 
purlue my principal Subjeft, I confels 
With Shame, it was an unpardonable O- 
miflion to proceed fo far as I have already 
done, before I had performed the due 
Difcourfes, Expoftulatory, Supplicatory, or 
Deprecatory with my good Lords the Cri- 
ticks* Towards fome Atonement for this 
grievous Negleft, I do here make humbly 
bold to prefent them with a fhort Account 
of themlelvcs and their Jrt^ by looking in- 
jto the Original and Pedigree of the JA^ord, 
as it is generally underftoodamon^us, and 
very briefly confidering the gntient and 
brefent State thereof, 
^ BY 
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B Y the Word, Criticky at this Day fo 

frequent in aH Converfations, there have 

fometimes been diftinguifhed three very 

different Species of Mortal Men, according 

as I have read in Antient Books and Pjim-^ 

phlets. For firft, by this Term were under- 

flood fuch Perfons as invented or drew up 

Rules for themfelves and the World, by 

obferving which, a careful Reader might be 

able to pronounce upon the Productions of 

the Learned^ form his Tafte to a true Re- 

liQ} of the Sublime and the Admirable^ and 

divide every Beauty of; Matter or of Style 

from the Corruption that Apes it : In their 

common perufal of Books, fingling out 

the Errors and Defefts, the Naufeous, the 

Fulfome, the Dull, and the Impertinent, 

with the Caution of a Man that walks 

thro' Edenborougb Streets in a Morning, 

who is indeed as careful as he can, to watch 

diligently, and fpy out the Filth In his 

Way, not that he is ci/rious to obferve the 

Colour and Complexion of the Ordure, or 

take its Dimenfions, much lefs to be pad- 

jing in, or tailing it : but only with a 

De(]gn to come out as cleanly as he may^ 

Thefe Men feem, cho' very erroneoufly, 

(0 have Uf:)^^rftoo4 the Appellation of 

Critick 






Critick in a literal Senie ; That one prii]* 
cipal part of his Office was to Praiie and 
Acquit ; and, that a Critick^ who iets up 
to Ready only for an Occadon of Ceofure 
and Reproof, is a Creature as barbarous, 
as a Judgey who ihould take up a Refblu- 
tion to hang all Men that came before him 
upon a Tryal- 

AG A IN; by the Word Critick^ have 
been meant, the Reftorer of Antient Learn- 
ing from the Worms^ and Graves, and Duil 
oiManufcripts. 

N O W, the Races of thefe two have 
been for fome Ages utterly exttn6l ; and 
befides, to difcourfe any rarther of them, 
would not be at all to my purpofe. 

THE Third, and Nobleft Sort, is that 
of the mi; £ CRITlCKj, whofe O- 
riginal is the mofl: Antient of all. Every 
True Critick is a Hero born, dcfcending in 
a direft Line from a Celeftial Stem, by 
M&muszx\AHybris^ who begat ^//»j, who 
begat Tigelliusy who b^at Etca^tera the 
Elder, who begat fl.r^, and Rym-r^ and 
W^ftn^ and Perrault^ and Dennis^ who be- 
gat Et^merA the Younger, 

AND 
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AND thefe are the Cr/Vitfit/ irom whom 
the Commonwealth of Learning has in ail 
Ages received" inch immenfe benefits, that 
the Gratitude of their Admirers placed 
their Origine in Heaven, among thofe of 
Hercules y Thefeus^ Perfeus^ and ortier great 
Defer vers of Mankind. But Heroick Vir- 
tue it felf hath not been exempt from the 
Obloquy of Evil Tongues* For it hath 
been obieded, that thde Antient Heroes^ 
famous for their Combating fo many 
Giants, and Dragons, and Robbens, were 
in their own Perfons a greater Nuifance 
to Mankind, than any of tlxyfe Monfters 
they fubduedj and therefore, to render 
their Obligations more *Gompleat, wheii 
all other Vermin were deflroy'd, fbould in 
Confcience have concluded with the fairie 
Juftice upon tliemfelves :.3S i/5rrr«/(?i raoft 
generoufly did, and hathV^upoo thatScore^ 
procured to himfelf more Temples and 
Votaries than the beft^ of his Fellows. 
For thefe Reafbns, I fuppbfe it is, why 
fome have conceived,^ it would be very ex*- 
pedient for the Publick Good of Learn- 
ing, that every True Cruick^zi&Sooa as. he 
had finifhed his Task affiled, (hould im« 
mediately deliver himfelf up. to Rats-^ 

bane. 
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bane, or Hemp, or from fome convenient 
AlriPude^ and that no Man^s Pretenfions to 
{o iUuftrious a Charafter, ibould. by any 
means be received, before That Operation 
were performed. 

NOW, from this Heavenly Deicent of 
Criticifm^ and the clofe Analogy it bears 
to Hsroick Vmne^ 'tis eafie to A/)ign the 
proper Employment of a TVw, Antient^ 
GenMUfe Critick ; which is, to travel thro' 
this vaft World of Writings : to purfue 
and hunt thde Monftrous Faults bred 
within them : to drag out ther lurking Er- 
rors like Cmsms from his Den } to mul- 
tiply them like ifydrs^s Heads ; and rake 
them together like j^geas*s Dung. Or 
elfe drive away a fort of D^eroas Fowl, 
who have a perverfe Inclination to plun- 
der the beft Branches of the Tree of Kjiow- 
ledge^ like thofe Stymphalian Birds that eat 
up the Fruit* 

THESE Reafonings will . furnifli us 
with an ade(|uate Definition of a true Cri- 
tick ; that. He is if Difcoverer and ColUcfor of 
Wrkers Faults^ Which may be farther 
but beyond Difpute by the following Def- 
monffration / That whoever Will«xanlin^ 

lh# 
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the Writings in all kinds, wherewith this 
antient Seft has honourM the Worldj fliall 
immediately find, from the whole Thrqa4 
and Teoour of them, that the Idea's of the 
Authors have been altogether converfant^ 
and taken up with the Faults and Ble- 
mifhes, and Overfights, and Miftakes of 
other Writers ; and let the Subjeft treat- 
ed on be whatever it will, their Imagi- 
nations a,re fo entirel v poflefsM and replete 
with ti>e Defefts pi other Pen^ that tboi 
very QjwnieffenQe of what is b^d^ 4oes of 
nepeflity deftil int;b their own : by which 
m^ans vthe whole appears to. be nothing 
elf? but an Ahftta6i of the Critkifms theta- 
felves h^Ve made/ 

HAVING thus briefly confider'd the 
Original and Office of ^Xritink^/a^s^ ,the 
Wprd is underftpod in its jiioft noljle and 
univerial Acceptation, I proceqd tp^refute 
the ObjeQionsof thofe who argue from the 
Silence and Pretermiflion of Authors ; by 
which th^y pretend to prove, that the very 
Art oi.Criticifmy a5 now exercifed^ and by 
me explained, is wholly Modern, ; and con- 
fequetitlyv that the Criticks of Great Bri" 
tain 2ind FrMce^ have no Title, to an Ori- 
ginal fo Antient and Iljudrious a^ I have 

deduced, 
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deduced. Now, Ifl can clearly make out 
dn the contrary, that the moft Antient 
Writers have particularly defcribed, both 
the Perfon and the Office of a True 
Critiek^ agreeable to the Definition laid 
down by me ; their* Grand ObjecHon, 
from the Silence of Authors, wiD fall to 
the Ground. 

I confefs to have for a lone time born 
apart la this general Error; Troin which 
I fhould never have acquitted my felf, 
but thro* the Affiftance of our Noble Af#. 
ierns. whofe moft edifying Volumes I turn 
indefatigably over Night and Dav, for the 
Improvement of my Mind, ana the good 
of my Country : Thefe have with un- 
wearied Pains made many ufeful Searches 
into the weak fides of the Antients^ and 

givert lis a comprehcnfive 

* See wotwn Lift of them. * Befi'dcs, they 

i£^l::^^. have^rovedbcyondcontra^ 

dittion, that the very fincft 
Things delivered of old, have been long 
fince invented, and brought to Light by 
much later Pens, and that the nobleft Dil- 
Goveries thole Antients ever made of Art 
or of Nature, have all been produced by 
the tranfcending Oenius of the prcfent. 

Age 
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Age* Which clearly (hews , how little 
Merit thofe Antients can juftly pretend to ; 
dnd takes oflf that blind Admiration paid 
them by Men iii a Corner, who have the 
UnhappincCs of convcrfing too little wirii 
frefent Things. ReBe^ing maturely upctt 
all this, and taking in the whole Compafr 
of Human Nature, I eafily concluded, that 
theft Antients^ highly fenfiWe of their ma- 
ny Imoerfaftions, mull needs have endea- 
voured from (bme Paflages in their Works, 
to obviate, foften, or divert the Cenfbri- / 

ous Reader, hy Satyr ^ ot Panegjrkk upon 
the True Criticks^ in Imitation of their /tfii- 
Jiers the Moderns. Now, in 
the Cmmon^PIaces of * both p*''^'-^;f^ 
thefe, F was plentnully inltru- ctitkkr. 
<aed, by a long Cowfe of ufe* 
ful Study in Prefaces and Prologues; and 
therefore imraediately refblved to try what 
I could difcover of either, by a diligent 
Pcrufal of the moft Antient Writers, and 
efpecially tho(e who treated of the earliell: 
Times. Here I fourtd to my great Sur- 
prize, that akhoDgh they all entred, upon 
Occafton, into particular Defcriptions of 
the True Cntkk^ according as they were 
governed by their Fears or their Hopes : 
yet whatever tliey touch'd of th« kind,wa« 

G with 
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with abundance of Caution, adventuring 
DO farther than Mftholo^ and Hieroglj" 
fbick. This, I (uppple , gave ground to 
iuperficial Readers, for urging the Silence 
of Authors, againft the Antiquity of the 
True Critick j tho' the Types are fo appo^ 
fite, and the Applications fo nece({ary and 
natural, that it is not eafy to conceive, 
how any Reader ofva Modern Eye and Tafte 
could over*look them. I (hall venture 
from a great Number to produce a few, 
which I am very confident, will put this 
Queftion beyond Difpute« 

IT well defcrves confidering, thatthefe 
Ant tent Writers in treating Enigmatically 
upon this Subjed-, have generally i fixed 
upon the very fame Hieroglyph^ varying 
only the Story according to their Affedi- 
ons or their Wit. For firft j Paufamias is 
of Opinion, that the Perfediion of WrL 
tiagcorre(fl was entirely owing to the In* 
ftitution oiCriticks ; ^nd, that he can pof- 
fibly mean no other than the True Crttick^ 
is, I think, manifeft enough from the fol- 
lowing Defcription. He fays, Tbey were 
a Race of Men^ who delighted to nilhle at the 
Suferfiuiies^ and Excrefcencies of Books ; 
i^hich the Learned at length ohferving^ took 

Warning 
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XVarning of tbeit em Actor J^ io lop thfc 
Luxuriant^ the Rottin^ the Dead^ the Sap^ 
lefs^ and thfe Overgrown Branches from their 
Works. But how, all this he cunningly 
(hades under the following Al- ^ j^,^ 
legoryj That /i?^ * Nauplians 
in Argia, learned the Art of pruning their 
yines^ iy ohferving^ that when an kSS bad 
hrowfed upon one of them^ it thrived the 
hetter^ and hore fairer Fruit. . ^^^ 
But f Herodotus holding the '^ 

Very Qme Hieroglyph^ fpedks rtiuch plains 
er, and stlmoft in terminis. He ha?h been 
fo bold as to tax the True Criticksy of Ig- 
norance and Malice; telling us openly^ 
for I think nothing cdn be plainer, that 
in the Weftern Part of Libya, there Were 
ASSES with HORNS: 
Upon which Relation * aejias ^^ "J't^ ,r 
yet rehnes, mentioning the pud photium. 
very fame Animal abdut India; 
adding. That whereas^ alt other ASSES 
wanted a Gall, tbefe horned ones were fo re- 
dundant in that Party that their Flefh was 
not to he eaten^ lecaufe of its extream Bit- 
terneft. 

NOW^ theReafbrt why thofe Antient 
Writers treated this Subject only by Types 

G % and 
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and Figures, was, b^c^uie they durft not 
make open Auacks againO: a Party fo Po- 
tent and ib Terrible, as the Criticks of tbo£e 
Ages were : whofe very Voice was (0 
Dreadful^ that a Legion of Authors would 
tremble, and drop their Pens at the Sound ; 

* Lib 4. ^^^ ^ * Httodotui tdls us expre^ 
ly in another Place, how a vajl 
Afmj ^/Scythians was pat to .flight in a Fa- 
nick Terror y hy the Braying of an AS S, 
From hepce it is conje(3urcd by certain 
profound Philologers^ that the great Awe 
and Reverence paid to a True Critick^ by 
the Writers of Britain^ have been derived 
to Us, from thofe our Scythian Adceftors. 
In fliort, this Dread was fo univerial, that 
in procefi of Time, thoft Authors who 
had a mind to publi(h their Sentiments 
more freely, in de{cribing the True Criticks 
of their (everal Ages, were forced to leave 
ofF the u(e of the former Hieroglyph, as 
too nearly approaching the Prototype^ and 
invented other Terms inftead thereof, 

. j^i^ that were more cautious and 
myftical ; (b f Diodorus fpeak- 
ing to the fame purpofe, ventures no far- 
ther than to fay, that /If the Mountains of 
Helicon there grows a certain Weed, vohich 
hears a Flower of fo damned a Scent ^ as to 

poifon 
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poifon ihofe who 0ffer to fmell it. Lucretius 
gives exadtly^he fame Relation. 

' Eft etiam in magnis Heliconis montilus 
arhos^ 
Floris odore hominew retro confueta ne- 
care. Lib* 6. 

BUT Ctefiasj whom we lately quoted, 

hath been a great deal bolder; He had 

been uftd with much fevefity bf the True 

Criticks of his pwn Age, and therefore 

could not forbear to leave behind him, at 

leaft one deep Mafk of his Vengeance, a- 

gainft the whole Tribe. His Meaning is 

fo near the Surface, that I wonder how it 

poifibly came to be overlooked by thofe 

who deny the Antiquity of thd True Cri^ 

ticks. For pretending to make a Dcfcri- 

ption of many ftrange Animals about 

/uefia, he hath fet down theft remarkable 

Words. ■ Among the refij fays he, there is a 

Serpent thaf wdttts Teeth, and confequent^ 

cannot hiiCy hut if its Vomit (fo which it 

is much addiBei) happens to fall upon any 

Things a certain Rottennefs or Corruption 

efffues : Thefe Serpents are generally found 

ammg the Mountains where Jevi^els groWy 

and the) frtpemty emit a poif&nous Juice, 
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fvbereofy whoever drinks ^ that Perfof^ strains 
flies out of his Noftrils. 

THERE w^s alfo among the Antients a 
fort oiCritick^ not diftinguilht in fpecie from 
the Former, but in Growth or Degree, who 
(ecm to have been only the Tyro's or />- 
itior Scholars ; yet becaufe ot their dif- 
fering Employments, they are frequently 
mentipncd as a Sedt by themftlyes. The 
iifual exercjfe of thefe ypunger Students^ 
was to attend condantly at Theatres, and 
learn to fpy out the vorjl T^rts of the 
play, wliereofthey were obliged carefully 
%q take Note, and render a rational Ac^ 
count, to their Tutors. Fleflit at thefe 
fmaller Sports^ like young Wolves, they 
grew up in Time, 1:0 be nimble and flrong 
enough for hunting down large GaiQet 
For it hath been obferved both amopg An- 
tients and Moderns, that a True Critici 
hath one Quality in comqion with a 
iVhore and an Alderman^ never to change 
his Title or his Nature j that a Grgy Cr^ 
tffk has been certainly a grefn one, the iRer- 
f^dlions and Requirements of his 4g^ t)e« 
ing only the improved Talents of his 
Youth ; like H^wf^ which (bme N^tura- 
fiiis infqrai q$, is bad for Suffocatmh tbo' 
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taken but in the SeeJ: I efteem the In- 
vention, or at leaft the Refinement of Pro- 
loguesy to have been owing to thefe youn- 
jer Proficients, of whom Terence mikes 
frequent and honourable mention, under 
the Name of Malevoli. 

NOW, •tis certain, the Inftitutlon of 
the True Criticks^ was of abfblute Necet 
/ity to the Common-wealth of Learning. 
Fpr all Human Adions feem to be divi^ 
ded like Themiflocles and his Company j 
One Man can Fiddle j and another can 
make a f mall Town a great City ; and he that 
cannot do either one or the other, deferves 
to be kick'd out of the Creation. The 
avoiding of which Penalty, has doubtlefs 
given the firft Birth to the Nation :of Cri- 
ticks^ and withal, an Occafion for their 
fecret Detradors to report ; that a True 
Critick is a (brt of Mechanick, fet up with 
a Stock and Tools for his Trade, at as 
little Expence as ^ Taylor; and that there 
is much Analogy between the Utenfils 
and Abilities of both : That the Taylors 
Hell is the Type of a CritickV Common^ 
place- Book ^ and his Wit and Learning held 
forth by the Goofei That it requires at 
|ea(ta$ n^any of thefe, to the making up 

Q^ of 
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of one Scholar, as of the others to the 
Compofition of a Man : That the Valour 
of both is equals and their iVeapans near 
of a Size. Much may be &id in anfwer 
to the(e invidious Reflections j and I can 
pofitively affirm the fir ft to be a Fallhood : 
For , on the contrary , nothing is more 
certain, than that it requires greater Lt y- 
ings out, to be free of the Qritkk% Com- 
p;jny, than of any other you can name. 
For, as to be a true Beggar^ it will coft the 
richeft Candidate every Groat he is worth ; 
€o^ before one can commence a True Cri- 
ticky^ it will coft a Mm alltb^ gpod Qua-. 
Iities of his Mind; which, perhaps, for a 
lefs Purchafe, would he thought but an in- 
diftf rent Bargain, 

HAVING thus amply proved the An* 
tiquity of Critkifm^ and defcribed the Pri* 
mitiveStateofit ; Ifljall now examine the 
prefent Condition of this Empire, and fliew

tirely lofti does in his fifth 
jBooff and eighth Chapter^ Cayo^Criticks^ 
jthat fhfr Watings an the Mirrors of 
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Learning. This I underftand in a literal 
Senfe, and fuppofe our Author muft 
mean, that whoever defigns to be a per- 
fed: Writer, muft infped into the Books 
of Criticks \ and corrcdl bis Invention 
there as in a Mirror. Now, whoever con- 
fiders , that the Mirrors of the Antients 
were made o{ Brafsy and fine Mercurto^ 
may prefently apply the two Principal 
Qualifications o\ a True Modern Critick^ 
and ccnfcquently , muft needs conclude, 
that thefe have always been, and muft be 
for ever the fame. For, Brafs is an Em- 
blem of Duration, and when it is skilfully 
burniihed , will caft RefieSiens from its 
own SaferficieSj without any Affiftance of 
Mercury from behind. All the other Ta-r 
lents of a Critick will not require a 
particular Mention, being included, or 
eafily deduceable to thefe. However, I 
(hall conclude with three Maxims, which 
may (erve both as CharaSerifticks to 
diftinguifli a True Modern Critick from 
a Pretender , and will be alfb of admi- 
rable Ufe to thofe worthy Spirits, who 
engage in fo ufeful and honourable an 
Art, 

THE 
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THE fir ft is. That Critioifm^ contrary 
to all other Faculties of the Intellect:, 
is ever held the trueft and beft, when 
it is the very fir^ Refult of the Crh 
tkk\ Mind : As Fowlers reckon the firft 
aim for the fureft, and feldom fail of 
mifiing the Mark, if they ftay not for a Se- 
cood. 

SEC^ONDLY; The True Criticks tire 
(nown by their Talent of fwarming a-, 
boat the nobleft Writers, to which they 
are carried meerly by ln{tin&^ as a Rat 
to the beft Cheefe , or a Wafp to the 
faireft Fruit. So , when the Kifig is a 
Horfe-back, ^e is furc to be the dirtieft 
Peribn of the Company, and they that 
make their Court beft, are fijch as ie^ 
fpatter him moft. 

LASTLY; A True Critick, in the Per- 
uQI of a Book, is like a Dog at a Feaft, 
who(e Thoughts and Stomach are wholly 
fet upon what the Gucfls fling away^ and 
cojiftquently, is apt to Snarl moft, wheii 
there are the fevvcft Bones. 

THUS 
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THUS much, I think, is fu£5cicnt to 
(erVe by way of Addrefs to my Patrons, 
the True JIfodern Criticks^ and may very 
well atone for my paft Silence, as well as 
That which I am like to obftrvc fpr the h^ 
ture, I hope I have deferved fi> well of 
their whole BoJy, as to meet with generous 
and tender Uftge at their IIaii4is. Suppor> 
ted by which Expedation, I go on boldly 
tq purfije thofe Adventures wady (b hap- 
pily begun.

( which, perhaps, the World fuay one day 
fee, if I can prevail on any Friend to A^l 
a Copy, or on certain Gentlemen of my 
Admirers, to be very Importunate ) that,^ 
as Mankind is now difpofcd^ be re- 
ceives much greater Advantaige by being 
Diverted than Inftr«iied\ HtisI Epidemical

mirable at firft ; Our grpat Dryde» has 
long carried it as far as it would go, and 
with incredible Succef$. He has often 
faid to me in Confidence, that the world 
would have never fufpeded him to be fo 
great a Poet, if he had not alTur'd them 
fo frequentjly in his Prefaces, that it was 
impoilible ihcy could dither doubt or for- 
-get it. Perhaps it maybe fo ; However, 
1 touch fear, his Inftruclions have edify d 
out of their Place, and nought Men to 
grow wifer in certain Points, wl^ere he 
never intended they fhould : For it is la- 
(nentable to behold, with what a lazy Scorn 
piany of the yawning Readers m our Age,

much Lstin. Tho* it mull be alfo allow- 
ed on the other Hand, that a very con- 
iiderable Number is known to proceed 
Critieks and Wits^ by reading nothing elfe.

That it 
was true, the Tqiament of their good Father 
was very exalt in what related to she wear* 
ing of their Coats ; yet was h no tefs feml 
and firiB in frefcrtbsng Agreement, and 
Friendfl)if, and AffeStion between them. And 
therefore, if fira^ning a Point were at ail 
diffenfahle, it wimld certainly be fo, rather 
to the Advance ^ Unity, than Increaje ef 
Contraiiilion. 

Martin bad flill proceeded as gravefy 
as he began ; and doubtle(s^ would have 
delivered an admirable LedUre of Mo-

Thus Men 
catch Knowledge by throwing their Wit 
on the P^fleriors of a Book, as Boys do 
Sparrows with flinging Salt xx^on their 
Tails. Thus Human Life is beft under- 
ftood by the wife mian's Rule of Regar- 
ding the EnJ^ Thus are the Sciences 
fottiid like Hercuks^s Oxen, by tracing 
them Backwards. Thus are old Sciences 
unravelled like old Stockings^ by beginning 
a* the Foot. 
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Besides all chist ^h€ Army of the 
Sciences hath b^a of late with a WciFki 
of Martial Diicipline^ ^ drawn ioc^ its 
chfe Order ^ (b that a Viow, oc a MyfUt 
may be taken of it with at>undancac of 
Expedition, For this great Bkffing wc 
are whoUy indd^tcd to Sj^emi af^l M- 
JhaSs^ in which the Moderm Fathers of 
t^earmngi like pradeat iKurcrs, fpent their 
Sweat for the Eafe of Us thetr Chiidrea. 
For JjAor is the Seed of lM§9efs^ tnd 
it is the peculiar Happineb oi our Moble 
Age to gather the Fruit.

L a 'much 
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much Liberality, have added a fourth, of 
equal Neceflity, as well as Ornament with 
the other three ; by this quartum Princi- 
fiumy taking in the four Corners of the 
world. Which gaveOccafion to that Re- 
nowned Cabbdift^ Bumbajfus^ of placing the 
Body of Man, in due pofition to the four 
Cardind Points- 

IN Confequence of this, their next Prin- 
ciple was, that, Man brings with him into 
the World a peCuUar Portion, or Grain of 
Wind^ which may be called a Quint a tffen- 
tidy extrafted from the other foiin This 
Quintejfence is of Catholick Ufe upon all 
Emergencies of Life, is improvcable into 
all Arts and Sciences, and may be won- 
derfully refined, as well as enlarged by cer- 
tain Methods in Education.

At other times were to oe feea 
feveral Hundreds link'd together in a cir- 
cular Chain, with ever^ Man a Pair of 
Bellows a jpplied to his Neighbour's Breecli, 
by which they blew up each other to the 
Shape and Size of a Tun\ and for that 
Reafon, with great Propriety of Speech, 
did ufually call their Bodies, their Vejfds. 
When, by thefe and the like Performances, 
they were grown fu/Rciently replete, they 
would immediately depart, and difem- 
bogue for the Publick Good , a plentiful 
Share of their Acquirements^ into their 
Difciples Cliaps. For we muft here^ob- 
lerve, that alj Learning was efteemcd a- 
mong'them, to be compounded from the 
fame Principle. Eecaufe, Firft, it is gene-,

alt Nations, wlifo'did, and' do, and ever 
wil), daily Gatp and Pant after it^.

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NOW, their Myfteries and Rites M^ere 
performed in this Manner. 'Tis well known 
among the Learned, that the Virtuofo's 
of former Ages, had a Contrivance for 
carrying and , preferving fViffds in Casks 
pr Barrels, which was of great Aflidance 
upon long Sea Voyages; and the Lois 
of fo ufeful an Art at prefeot , is very 
much to be lamented^ tho' I know not 
how, with great Negligence omitted by 
JPoffciroi^. It was an Invention alcribed 
to jEo/us himfelf , from whom this S^ 
is denominated , and who in Honour of 
(heir FouncJePs Memory, have to this Day 
preferved great Numbers of thoib Barrels^ 
whereof they fix one in each of their 
Temples, firft beating out the Top. Into 
this Barrely upon Solemn Days, the IVieft 
enters ; where , haying be^re duly prci- 
pared himfelf by the MetJipds already de- 
icribed, a fecrct Funnel is alio cpnveyM 
from his Ppfteriors, to, the Bottom of the 
Barrel, which admits new Supplies of In* 
fpiration from a NoKthfrn Chink or Crany. 
Whereupon, You behold him fwell im- 
jnedisitely tq the Shape and Size of his 
V^ffel. In this Pofttire he difembogues 
Wnole Teinpefts upon l}is Auditory, as 
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the Spirit from beneath gives him Utte- 
rance; which ifluiog ex ddjftis^ and peffe- 
tr^libus^: is not performed without much 
Pain and Gripings* And the H^//ri in break- 
ing forth, deals with his Face, as it does 
with that of the Sea ; firft bUcknifig^ then 
fvrinklwgy and at laft, burfting it into 4 
Foam^ It is in this Guife,^ the Sacred 
Molifi dehvers his oracular Belches to his 
panting Difciples; Of whom, fome are 
greedily gaping after tlie fanclified Breath; 
others are all the while hymning out the 
Praifes, of the Winds ; and gently wafted 
to and fro by their own Humming, do 
thus reprefent the foft Breezes of their 
Deities appeafed, 

IT is from this Cuftom of the Priefts, 
that fome Authors maintain tbtkyEo/ifisy 
to have, been very antient in the World.. 
Becaufe, the Delivery of their Myfteries, 
which I have juft now mentioned, appears 
exaftlvthe fame with that of other Aur 
tient Oracles, whofe Infpirations were own- 
ing to certain iiibttryan^om E^/d'viums of 
IVfnd, delivered with the fame Pain to the 
PrieR, arid much about the fame InfluT 
ence on the People. It is true indeed, 
th^t thffc were frecjuently managed and 

dive^ed 
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dire^ed by Female Officers, whdfe Organ 
were underftood to be better difpofed fo^ 
the Admiflion of tbofe Oracular G^fisy as 
entriiig and pafltng up thro' a Receptacle 
of greater Capacity, and caufing alfoai J^ru- 
riency by the way, fuch as with due Ma- 
nagement, hath been refined from Carnal, 
into a Spiritual Extafie. And toflren^hen 
this profound Conjefture, it is further mfift- 
^, that diis Cuftom of F(pw4/? Priefts is kept 
up ftill in certain refined Colleges of our 
Modern jEolifis^ who are agreed to. receive 
their Infpiration, derived thro' thcRedepta- 
cle aforefaid, like their Aftceftors, <hb Silyls. 

AND, whereas the mind of Man, when 
he gives the wSpur and Bridle to his 
ThQughts, doth never ftop, but naturally 
Tallies out into both extreams of High 
and Low, of Good and Evil ; His firil 
Flightof Fancy, commonly transports Him 
%o Idea's of what is'moft Perfect, finifhcd, 
and exalted ; till having feared out of his 
own Reach and Sight, not well perceiv- 
ing how near the Frontiers of Height 
and Depth, border upon each other ; With 
she fame Courfe and Wing, he falls down 

f)lum into the loweft Bottom of Th'ngs; 
^ike one who travels the £4/ in to the fV^fi ; 

or 
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or like a ftrait Line drawn by its own 
Xength into a Cirele. Whether a Tin* 
(Sure of Malice in our Natures, makes us 
fond of furnilhing every bright Idea with 
its ReVerfe ; Or, whether R^fon refle£t^ 
ing upon the Sum of Things, can, like the 
Sun, ferve only to enlighten oqe half of 
the Globe, leaving the other half, by Ne- 
ceflity, under Shade and Darknefs: Or, 
whether Fancy, flying up to the Imagina* 
tion of what is Higheft and Beft, becomes 
over-fliort, and fpeht, and weary, and fud-j 
denly falls like a dead Bird of Paiadife, 
to the Ground. Or, whether after all 
thefe Metaphyfical Conjeftures^ I have not 
entirely mifled the true Reaion ; The Pro-» 
pofition, however, which hath flood me 
in fo much Circumftance, is, altogether 
true ; That, as the moft unciviliz'd Parts 
of Mankind, have fome way or other, 
climbed up into the Conception of a God^ 
or Supream Power, fo they have feldorri 
forgot to provide their Fears with certain 
ghaftly Notions, which fnftead of better, 
Jiave ferved them pretty tolerably for a 
De'-Jtl. And this Proceeding leems to be 
natural enough ; For it is with Men^ 
wliofe Imaginations are lifted up very 
high, afc?r the fgme Rate^ as \vtth thole. 
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whofe Bodies are fo; that, as they are 
delighted with the Advantage of a near- 
er Contemplation upwards, fo they are e- 
qually terrified with the difmal Profpeft 
of the Precipice below. Thus, in the 
Choice of a Devil^ it hath been the 
ufijal Method of, Mankind, to fingleouc 
fome Being, either in Ad, or in Vifion, 
which was in moft Antipathy to the God 
they had framed* Thus alfo the S^Q- of 
JEt?//)?/, poffefled themfelves with a Dread, 
and Horror, and Hatred of two Malig- 
nant Natuies, betwixt r/hom, and the 
Deities they adored, perpetual Enmity 
was eftablifhed. The firft of thefe, was 
the CamelioH fwoi n Foe to Jnfpira^ionj who 
in Scorn, devoured large Influences of 
their God, without refunding the fmalleft 
Blaft by Eructation. The other was a huge 
terrible Monfter, called Moulinavehty who 
with four ftfong Arms, waged eternal 
Battel with all their Divinities, dextrou- 
fly turning to avoid their Blows, 4nd re- 
pay them with Intereft, , . * 

THUS furnifht, and fet out with Gods^ 
as well as Devils^ was the renowned Seel 
of JEolifts \ which makes at this Day fo 
illuftrious ^ Figure in the World, and 

. whereo) 
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whereof) that Polite Nztion of Lapla^ders^ 
are beyond all Doubt, a moft Authentiqk 
Branch ; Of whom, I therefore cannot^ 
without Injuftice, here omit to make ho- 
nourable Mention; fincc they appear to 
be fo clofely allied in Point of Intereft*, 
as well as Inclinations, with their Brother 
j^olifts among Us, as not only to buy 
their W7W/ by wholelale from the fame 
Merchants, but alfo to retail them after 
tht fame Rate and Method, and to Cu- 
ftomers much alike. 

NOW, whether the Syftem here de- 
livered, wds wholly compiled by '^acky 
or, as fome Writers believe, rather co- 
pied from the Original at Delphos^ with 
certain Additions and Emendations fuit- 
ed to Times and Circumftances, I (hall 
not ablbimety determine; • This I ma v 
affirm, that "Jack gave it at leaft a nevv 
Turn, and formed it into the fame 
Drefs and Model, as it lies deduced by 
me. 

I have long fought after this Oppor- 
tunity, of doing Juftice to a Society of 
Men, for whom I have a peculiar Ho-

THE other Iiiftanc^ is, what I Kavd 
read ibmewhere, in a v^ry antient Au- 
tloor^ of a Mighty King^ who for tti0 
fpace oF above thirty Ye^rs, amufed him* 
felf to take and loofe Towns ; beat AN. 
mies^ and be beaten j drive Princes oiit 
of their Dominions; fright Children fronx 
tlieir Bread and gutter: burn, lay waftel 
plunder^ dragoon, maflag'e, Subjeft and' 
Stranger, Friend and Fo*, Male and Fe^ 
male* ^ Tis recorded, that the Philofophers 
of each Country were in grave Difpute^ 
\ipon Caules Natural, Moi-alj and Pali- 

M • litical, 
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tical> to find out where they fhould adign 
an original Solution of this Vhcemmenon. 
At laft the Vafor or Sfirit^ ^vhich anima* 
ted the Hero's* Brain, being in perpetual 
Circulation, feized upon that Region of 
Human Body, fa renowned for furnilliing 
the Xih^tA Occident dU^ and gathering there 
into a Tumor, left the reft to the World 
for that Time in Peaoe. Of fiich mighty 
Confequence it is, where thole Exhalati- 
ons fix; and of fo little, from whence they 
proceed. The fame Spirits which in their 
fuperior Progrefs would conquer a King- 
dom, defcending upon the Anusy conclude 
in a Fifiulit* 

LET us next examine the great In- 
troducers of new Schemes in Philofo- 
phy, and fearch till we can find, from 
what Faculty of the Soul the Difpofition 
arifes^in mortal Man, of taking it into

ving generally proceeded in the com- 
mon Courfe of their Words and Aftions,; 
by a Method very different from th^ 
vulgar Diftates of umrefimd Heafon: 
agreeing for the moft Part in their ^Tev'e- 
ral Models, with their prefent undoubted 
Succeflbrs in the Aatdemy oi Modern Bed- 
lam (whofe Merits and Principles I (hall 
further examine in due Place, j Of this 
Kind we-re Epicurus^ Diogejtes, Jpo/lgnius^ 
Lucre tiur^ Paraceljiis^ Des Cartes^ aryi 0-^ 
thers; who, if they w^re now^ln the 
World, tied faft, and feparate from their 
Followers, would in tliis our undiftin-' 
guifhing Age^, incur manifeft Danger of 
Phlebotomy^ and Whips^ and Chaws^ and 
dark Chambers^ and Stra^v^ For, what Maa 
in the natural State, or Courfe of Think- 
ing, did ever conceivp it in his Power, to 
reduce the Notions of all Mankind^ ex- 
aftly to the fame Length, and Breadth, 
and Heighch of his own ? Yet thi? is th^ 
firli: humble and civii Defign qf all innoi 
V3rtQr§ iq tliQ Eippir? of Realbn- Fphuru^ 

M I modeftly 
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xnodeftly hoped, that one Time or other^ 
a certaio Fortuitous Concourfe of all Mens 
Opinions^ after perpetual Juftlings, the 
Shacp with the Smooth, the Light and the 
Heavy, the Round and the Square, would 
by certain Clinamm^y ui/ite in the lections 
0% Atoms and Void^ as thefe did in the Ori- 
ginals of all Things, d^tefius reckoned 
to iee before he died, the Sentiments of 
all Fbilofopher^, like fo many lefTer Stars 
m his ^omantick Svftem, rapt and drawn 
within his own Voriex. Now, I would 
gladly be informed, how it is poflible 
CO account for fucb Imaginations as thefe 
in particular Men, \yitnQUt Recourfe to 
my Phanomewn of Fspars^ afcending from 
the lower Faculties to Qver-'fhadow the 
Brain, and their diftilling into Concep- 
tions, fqr which the Narrownefs of our 
Mother-Tongue has not yet afligned any 
pther Name, bpGdps th^t of Madnefs or 
Vhrkn^y. Let us therefore now conjecture 
how it comes to pafs, that none of thefe 
great Prefcribers , 4o ?ycr fail providing^ 
themfelve^ and their Notions, with a 
Number of implicite Difciples. And, I 
think, the Reafon i§ eafie to be aitigned;

This , if yoa can dexterctofly 
fcrew up to its right K^y^ and then ilrikts 
gently uiK)n it; Whenever you have the 
Good Fortune to i^ht among thofe of c^ 
fame Pitch, they will by a lecret neccfla- 
ry Sympathy^ ttrike exaftly at the fame 
Time. And in this one Circa toftance^ lie* 
all the Skill or Luck of the Matter ; for if 
you chance to jar the String among th^t 
who are either above or beloNV yout ovWA 
Height, inftcad of fubfcribing to yotfrDto- 
flxine , they will tie you faft , call you 
Mad, and feed you with Bread and Wal- 
ter. It is therefore a Point of the niG&ft 
Conduft to diftinguifh and adApt Xi\\$ 
i;ioble Talent, with refpe^i: to the Diflfe^ 
fences of Perfons and of TiiPffcS.

THIS, indeed, was the Fatal Miftakc 
of that worthy Gentleman, my moft in- 
genious Friend, Mr. W-tt--on: A Perfbn, in 
appearance ordain'd for great DeGgns, as 
well as Performances; whether you will 
confider his Notions or his Looks. Surely, 
po Man ever advanced into the Fublick, 
with fitter QuaUfications of Body and 
Mind^ for the Propagation of a new Reli- 
gion. Oh, had tho^e happy Talents mif- 
applied to vain Phiiofophy, been turned 
into their proper Channels of Dreams and 
V^ns.^ where Difiortion of Mind and 
jpoiintenance, are of fuch Sovereign Ufe; 
the bafe detrafting World would not then 
jiave dared to report, that fomething is; a* 
mifs, that hi$ Brain hath undergone an un- 
lucky Shake \ which even his Brother Mor 
dernifis themfelves, like Uqgrates, do whi? 
ifper fo loud, that it reaches up to the very 
Garret I am now writing in. 
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LASTLY, Whofoever pleafes to look 
into the Fountains of EntbufiAfm^ from 
whence, in all Ages, have eternally pro- 
ceeded fuch fatning Streams, will find the 
Spring Head to have been as troubled and 
f/fuddy as the Current ; Of fuch great Emo- 
lument, is a Tdnfture bf this Vapor ^ which 
the World calls Mudnefsj that without its 
Help, the World would not only be de- 
prived of thofe two great Bleflings, Con^ 
quefis and Sjftems^ but even all Mankind 
would unhappily be reduced to the fame 
Belief in Things Invifible. Naw, the 
former FoJluUtum being held, that it is of 
no Import, from what Originals this Vapor 
proceeds, but either in what Angles , it 
ilrikes and fpreads over the UriderJhnd* 
ing, or upon what Species of Brain it 
afcends; It will be a very delicate Point, 
to cut the Feather, and divide the feveril 
Realbn^ to a nice and Curious Readei\ 
how this numerical Difference in the Brain, 
can produce Effefts of fo Vaft a Diffe* 
rence from the fame Vapor, as to bp the 
fole point of Individuation between Ale^ 
xmder the Great^ Jack of Leyd^n^ and 
Monfiettr De$ Cartes.

For, the Brain, in its na- 
tural Pofition and State of Serenity, di- 
fpofeth its Owner to pafs his Life in the

his Rerfms or his f^S00»> ; dnd the taott 
he {h«pts hii Underihading by tbfe Baii^ 
tt^rn of Human Learntog, tht lefs iM Ik 
inclined to form Parties after his pssikoi^ 
lar Notions ; becau(e that in^ftmfks him 
in his private Infirmities, as well as iti 
the ftubborn Ignorance of the Peopkr^ 
But when a Man's Fancy gdts ajhide oii 
his Reafon, when Imagination is at Cul^s 
\rith the Senfes^ and common Underftuit 
ding, as well as common Senfe, is kickt 
out df Doors ; the firft Profely t6 he malces^ 
is Himfelf, and when that is once com^ 
pafs'd^ the Difficulty is not fo great iit 
bringing bVer others ; A ftrong Oetufioto 
always operating from mthota^ as Irigo^ 
roufly as from mthw. For, Cant and 
ViQon ar^ tq the Bar ancl the Eye, thtt 
fame that Tickling is to the Touch* Ttto<ft 
Entertainments and Pleafures we moft val- 
ine in Life, are fuch as Dufe and play the 
Wag with the Senfes. For^ if we take aft 
l^xamination of what is generally U4ider« 
ftoqd by HMffinefs^ as it has Hcfpeftj^ cither 
to tf|e tfndei'ftanding or the Senfes , w* 
Jhall find alt its Properties and Adjuncts, 
>vill herd under .this fbort ^ DefinitiiSh^: 
'fhar, // is a perpetuaj Pt^fii^ (f ^i^g well

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Deceived. And firft, with Relation to 
the Mind or Underftanding; 'tis naanifeft, 
what mighty Advantages Fi£fcion has over 
Truth ; and the Reafon is juft at our El- 
bow ; becaufe Imagination can build nobler 
Scenes, and produce more wonderful Re- 
volutions than Fortune or Nature will be 
at Expence to furnilb. Nor is Mankind 
ib much to blame in his Choice, thus de- 
termining him, if we confider that the De^ 
bate meerly lies between Thwgs f^fij and 
Thifigs conceived ; and fb the Quellion is 
only this ; Whether Things that have Place 
in the Imagination^ may not as properly be 
iaid to &ifij as thofe that are ieated in 
the Memory ; which may be )uftly held in 
the Affirmative, and very much to the Ad- 
vantage of the former, fince This is ac- 
knowledged to be the Womb of Things, 
^nd the other allowed to be no more 
than the Grarve. Again^ if we take this 
Definition of Happinefs, and examine it 
with.Reference to the Senfes, it will bcac^ 
knowledged wonderfully adapt. How fa^ 
^ingand mfipid do all Obje^ aCcoft qs that 
are not conveyed in the Vehicle of Dekr 
fion ? How fhrunk is every Thing, as it 
appears in the GJafs of Nature ? lo, that 
if if Wf?r? ppt fpr the Afliftanc? of Artifi- 
cial 
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^ial Mediumsy falfe Lights, reFra£ted An- 
gles, Varnifh, andTinlel ; there would be 
a mighty Level in the Felicity and Eajo]^- 
ments of Mortal Men. If tnis were feri- 
oufly confidcred by the World, ,as I have 
a certain Reafon to fufpeft it hardly will; 
Men would na longer reckon amonjg their 
high Points of Wifdom, the Art oiexpo- 
fing weak Sides, and publifhing Jnfirmi- 
ties J art Employment in my Opinion,^ nei- 
ther bette^ nor worfe than that of /U^sr- 
maskwgj which I think, has never ^en 
allowed fai^ Ufage, either in the World 
or the Pl^-hoit^. 

IN the Proportion that Credulity is a 
more peaceful PofTefliondf iheMind, than 
Curiofity, fo far preferable is that Wifdom, 
which converfes about the Surface, to that 
pretended Philolbj)hy which enters into 
the Depth of Things, and then comes 
gravely back with Informations^ and Dif* 
coveries, that in the infide -tliey are good 
for nothiiig. The two Senfes, -to which 
gll Objefts firft addiefe *themfelves, are 
the Sight and the Touch ^; Thefe never 
examine farther than the Color, the Shape, 
the Size, and whatever other Qualities 
dwell, or are drawn by Art upon the Out- 
ward 



ward af Bodies ; and then comes K^fon 
efficioufly^ with Tools for cutnng, and 
openings and mangling, anc) piercings of- 
fering to demonftrate, that they are ooc 
of the iaine confiftence quite thro'. Now^ 
i take all thb to be the laft Degree of 
penrerttn^ Nature ; one of whole Eternal 
Laws it IS, to put her beft Furniture for- 
ward* And therefore, in order to fave 
slue Charges of all fuch expenfive Ana* 
tcimV for the Time to come ; I do here 
think fit to inform the Reader, that in 
fuch Coflclufibns as thefe, Reafon is cer* 
tainly in the Right,; and that in moil

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I T was highly worth obfervtng^ the 
iingular Eflfefts of chat Averfion, or And- 
patky, which 'jack and his Brother Tetcr 
feemedt even to aa Affeftatibn, to bear to- 
wards each other, ftttr had lately done 
fomt Rogueries^ that forced him to abfcood ; 
and he foldom ventured to (lir out before 
Night, for fear of Baylifis.

This we may fuppofe, was 
a mortifying Return of thofe Pains and 
Proceedings, 'jack had labored in fo long $ 
And findingi how diredly oppofite all 
his Endeavors bad anfwered to the fole 
End and Intention, which he had pro* 
pofed to bimfel^i How coiild it avoid 
having terrible Effe^s upon a Head and 
Heart fo furnifhed as his? However, 
the poor Remainders of his Coat bore 
all the Punifbment ; The orient Sun ne- 
ver entred upen 4iis diurnal Progrefs, 
without mifiing a Piece of ir. He hired 
a Taylor tp fiitch ap the Collar fo clofe^ 
that* it^wat ready to choab him, and 
fqueezed out his Eyes at fuch a Rate, 
as one could fee nothing but the White.

That, as to levelling or digging down, 
it was either Folly or Ignorance to pro- 
pofe it, if they did, or did not know» 
how that fide of the Hill was an entire 
Rock, which would break their Tools 
and Hearts ; without any Damage to it 
felf. Tliat they would therefore advife 
the Moderns J rather to rai(e their own fide 
of the Hill, than dream of pulling down 
that of the Antients, to the former of 
whicli, they would not only give Licence, 
but alio largely contribute. All this was 
rejeded by the Moderns, with much In? 
dignation, who flill infilled upon one qJF 
the two . Expedients ; And fo this Difie- 
rence broke put into a long and obftinate 
War, maintained on the one Part, by Re- 

iolution. 
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lolucioti, and by the Courage qF certain 
Leaders and AUies ; but, on the other, 
by the greatnefs of their Number, upon 
all Defeat?, affording continual BLecruics. 
In this Quarrel, whole Rivulets pf Ink 
have been exhauded, and the Virulence 
of both Parties enormoufly augmented. 
Now, it mud here be underftood, that 
Ink is the great milfive Weapon, in all 
Battels of the Ledrned, which, conveyed 
thro' a (brt of Engine, call'd a S^ill^ in- 
finite Numbers of tbe(e are darted at the 
Enemy, by the Valiant on each fide, with 
equal Skill and Violence, as if it were an 
Engagement of P^riuphes. This malig- 
nanc Liquor was compounded by the En- 
gineer, who invented it, of two Ingredi- 
ents, which are GaU and Copperas, by its 
Bitterne(s and Venoni, to Snh in Ibme 
Degree, as well as tq Foment the .Genius 
pf the Combatants. And as the Gnctans^ 
after an Engagementt when they pquld 
npt 4grtt al^ut the Vidory, were wont 
to fet up Trophies on both fides, the 
beaten Party being content to be at the 
fame Expence, to keep it ftlf in Coun- 
tenance C A laudable and anttent Cuflom, 
happily revived of late, in the Art of War) 
(b the Learmd, after a (harp and bloody 

Dilpute, 
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]i>i£puce, do on both fides hang out their 
Xrbphies too, which«ever comes by the 
^^orft. Thefe Trophies have largely in- 
scribed on them the Merits of the^C^ufe; 
a full impartial Account of fuch a Battel, 
and how the Vidory fell clearly to the 
Party diat fet them up. They are knowji' 
CO the World under (evcral Names ; As, 
Diffutes^ Arguments^ Rq$ynders, Brief Con^ 
jSderAtions, Anfmrs, Replies, Remarks, R^fie^ 
xiofif, Ohje^iMs, Confutations. For a very 
few Days they are fixt up in all Publick 
Places, cither by themlelves . ^ 
or their * Reprefentativcs, for pJw. ^"^ 
Paflengers to gaze at t From 
whence the chicfeft and largeft are i^cmo- 
ved to certain Magazines, they call, JJ^ 
hraries, there to remain jn a Quarter pur* 
poftly aflign'd them, and from thence^ 
forth, begin to be called, Mooks of Con- 
troverjlc 

In thefe Books, is wonderfully inftilled 
and preierved, the Spirit of each Warrier, 
while he is alive ; and after his Death, 
his Soul tranfmigrates thete, to inform 
them. This, at leafl:, is the more com- 
mon Opinion ; But, I believe, it is with 
Likaries, as with other Cemeteries, where 

fome 
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fbme Philofophers affirm, that a tsertain 
Spirit, which they call, Brmum htmims, 
horers over the Monumenr, till the 0ody 
is corrupted, and turns to Dufi^ or to 
Wprms; but then vaniihcs or diffobrcs: 
So, we may iay, a reftlels ^ric haunts 
over every Bo^, till DMfi or Wifrms have 
(eized upon it ; which co (ome, may 
happen in a few Days, but to others la* 
cer ; And therefore, B^ch of Controverfie, 
being of all others, haunted by the nod 
diibrderly Spirits, have always been con- 
fined in a (eparace Lodge from the reft ; 
and for fear of mutual Violence againft 
each other, it was thought Prodenc by 
our Anceftors, to bind them to the Peace 
with flrong Iron Chains. Of which In- 
vention, the original Occafion was this: 
When the Works oiSc»tm firfl: came out, 
they were carried to. a certain |^t li- 
brary, and had Lodgings appointed them ; 
But this Author was no (boner fettled, 
dian he went to vifit his Mafler Arificfle, 
and there both concerted togeth^ to feize 
PUtff by main Force, and turn him but 
from his antient Station among the Di- 
wnes, where he had peaceably dwelt near 
Eight Hundred Years. The Attempt fuc-

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ever fince in his ftead : But to maintaia 
Quiet for the future, it was decreed, that 
ail Pokfmcks of the larger Size, ihould bc^ 
held M with a Chain. 

By this Expedient, the publick Peace 
of Libraries, might certainly have been 
prefetfved, if a new Species of conrro* 
verfial Books had not arofe of late Years, 
inilind with a mod mahgnant Spirit, from 
the War above-mentioned, between the 
Learnedy about the higher Summicy of 
Parfiajfus. 

Whin thefe Books were firft ad- 
mitted into the Publick Libraries, I re- 
member to have (aid upon Occafion, to 
(everal Perfbns concerned, how I was 
fore, they would create Broils where- 
ever they came, unlefe a World of Care 
were taken; And therefore, I advifed, 
that the Champions of each fide iliould 
be coupled together, or otherwife mixt, 
^at like the blending of contrary Poifons^ 
their Malignity might be employed a- 
mong themfelves. And *it feems, ' I was 
neither an ill Prophet, nor an ill Ccmn- 
fdlor i for it was nothing eife but the 
Kegled'Of this Caution^ which gave Oo 
; ' cafion 
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[ton to the terrible Fsgbc chat happenecl 
on Fridij lad between tbe Amie^t and 
Modern Books in the Kings Library. ' Now, 
becaufe the Talk of this Battel is fo frcQi 
in every body's Mouth» and tbe Expe- 
dation of the Town (b great to be in- 
formed in the Particulars ; I^ being po{^ 
&i&d of all Qualifications requidte io an 
JFiifiorian^ and retained by neither ^r^ ; 
have lefolved to comply with the urgent 
Importunity of tnf Friends^ by writii^ down 
a full impartial Account thereoC 

The Guardian of die Regal Library^ a 
Peribn of greac Valqr, but chiefly renown- 
ed for his Humanity, had been a fierce 
Champion for the Moderns, and in an En- 
gagement upon Parnajfus^ had vowed^ with 
his own Hands^ to knock down two of 
the Antient Chiefs, who guarded a (mail 
Pa(s on the fuperior Rock ; but en- 
deavouring to climb up, was cruelly ch^ 
flruded by his own unhappy Weight; 
and tendency towards his Center ; a C^a- 
Jity, to which, thofe of the Modern Party, 
ate extream fubjcca: ; For, bejng light- 
headed, they have in Speculation, a won- 
derful Agility, and conceive nothing too 
high for them to mount; but in fedii- 

dflg 
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cing to Pradice, difcover a mighty Prel^ 
fuie about their Pofteriors and their 
Heels. Having thus^ failed in his De* 
ilgn, the difappointed Champion bore 
a cruel . Rancour to the Antients, which 
he refolved to gnttifie^ by ihewing all 
Marks of his Favor to the Books of 
their Adyeriaries, and lodging them in 
the faireft Apartments; when at the 
fame time^ whatever Book had the Bold- 
ne(s to own it (elf for an Advocate of 
the A»t tents, was buried alivt in fome 
obicure Corner, and threatned upon the 
lead Difplealiire, to be turned out of 
Doors. Befides, it fo happened, that a- 
bouc this time, there was a ilrange 
Confufion of Place among all the Books 
in the Library; for which feveral Rea- 
(bns were affigned. Some imputed it to 
a great Heap of turned Duft, which a 
perverfe Wind blew off from a Shelf of 
McdernSj into the Keepers Eyes, Others 
afErmed^ He had a Humor to pick the 
Worms out of the Schoolmen, and (wal- 
low them fre(h and fading ; whereof 
(brhe fell upon his Sfleen, and Homt 
climbed up into his Head, to the great 
Perturbation of both. And laftly, others 
maintained, that by walking much in 

the 
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the dark abouc the Library, he bad 
quite loft the Situation of ic out of his 
Head; And therefore, in replacing his 
Books ^ he was apt to miftake, and dap 
dcs'Cartes next to Arifiotlei Poor Plat9 
had got between Hobs and the Se^uen Wife 
Mafiers, and Firgil was hemm'd in wkb 
Dryden on one nde, and Withers on tbe 
other. 

Mean while, thofe Books thaft: were 
Advocates for the Moderns, chofe oat one 
from among them, to make a Rrogrefs 
thro* the whole Library, examine the 
Number and Strength of their Party, and 
concert their Afrairs. This Meficoger 
performed at! things vcty indoftriouSy, 
and brought back with him a Lift of their 
Forces, in all Fifty Thoufand, confifting 
chiefly oi light Horftj heavfrarmed Foot, 
and Mercenaries ; Whereof the F&at xrett 
in general but forrily armed, and worfc 
clad J Their Horfes large, but extreamly 
out of Cafe and Heart ; However, fomc 
few by trading among the AntieHts, had 
furniflit themfelves tolerably enougk.

l^^ger or Labor^ an atramentous Qualitj, 
of mod malignant Nature^ was (een to 
diftil from his Lips.

BUT, if this Plant has found a Root in 
the PiclAs of Empire^ and of Kjtow ledge ^ it 
has fixt deeper, and fpread yet farther up- 
on Holy Ground. Wherein, though it hath 
pafs'd under the general Name of Entlm- 
(iafnty and pe.liaps, arifen from the fame 
Original, yet hath it produced certain 
Branches of a very different Nature, how- 
ever often miftaken for each other The 
Word in'its univerfal Acceptation, may be 
defined, A lifting uf of the Soul or its 
Faculties abai'e Matter^ This Defcription 
will hold good in general ; but I am on- 
ly to underftand it, as applied loReligion: 
wherein there are three general Ways oi 
ejaculating the S3ul, or tranfporting it be- 
yond the Sphere of Matter. The firft, is 
the immediate Aft of God, and is called, 
Prophecy or hfpiration. The lecond,* is the 
immediate A 61 of the Devil, and is termed, 
Pojfe/jwn. The third, is the ProduQ: of 
natural Caufcs, the effect offtrong Ima- 
gination, Spleen, violent Anger, > Fear, 
■ ' ' Grief, 



Grief, Pain, 6nd the like. Thefe three 
have been abundantly treated on by Au- 
thors, and therefore fhall not employ my 
Enquiry. But, the fourth Method of Re- 
ligious Enthufiafm^ or launching out the 
Soul, as it is purely an Effeft of Artifice 
and Mechmick Operation^ has been fparing-^ 
ly handled, or not at aU, by any Writer; 
bccaufe, though it is an Art of great An- 
tiquity, yet having been confined to fe\t^ 
Perfons, it- long wanted thefe Advance- 
ments and Refinements, which it after-i 
wards met with, fince it has grown {o 
Epidemick, and fallen into fo many culti-*' 
vating Hands. 

I T is therefore upon this Mechanic at 
Operation of the Spirit j that I mean to treaty 
as it is at.prefent performed by our Britijh 
Workmen. \ fhall deliver to the Reader the 
Refuk of many judicious Obfervations 
upon the Matter; tracing, as near as I 
can, the whole Courfe and Method of 
this Trade^ producing parallel Inftances, 
and relating certain Difcoverics that have 
luckily fallen in my way^ 

I have faid, that there is orte Bf^ancli 
of Religious EnPhufiafm^ %v.Hich is pur'ely aii 

V 3 Effect 
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EfFeft of Nature; whereas^ the Part I 
mean to handle, is wholly an EfFeft of 
Art| which, however, is inclined to work 
upon certain Natures and Conftiiutions, 
more than others. Befides, there is many 
an Operation, which in its Original, was 
purely an Artifice, but through a long 
Succeilion of Ages, hath grown to be na- 
tural. hUpfocrates^ tells us, that among 
our Anceuors, the Stythums^ there was a 

Nation caird,^ L^/rjf->&^id>, 

Cuftom among Midwives and Nurfes, of 
molding, and iqueezing, and bracing up 
the Heads of Infants ; by which means, 
Nature (hut out atonePaflage, was forcM 
to feek another, and finding room above, 
fhot upwards, in the Form of a Sugar- 
Loaf; and being diverted tliat way, for 
fome Generations, at laft found it out of 
her lel^ needing no Affiftance. from the 
Nurfc's Hand. This was the Original- of 
the Scythian Long-headsy and thus did Cu- 
ttom, from being a fecond Nature pro- 
ceed to be a firlh To all which, there 
is fomething very analogous among Us 
6f this Nation, who are the undoubted 
Pofterity of that refined People. For, in 
the Age of our Eathers, there arofea Ge- 
: . .' . ' neration 
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neratioa of Men in this Ifland, call'd 
Round-heads^ whofe Race is now if)read o- 
ver three Kingdoms, yet in its Begiilning, 
was meerly an Operation of Art, produ* 
ced by a pair of Cizars, a Squcefe of the 
Face, and a black Cap. Thefe Hejids, 
thus formed into a perfect Sphere in all 
AfTemblics, were moftexpofcd to the view 
of the Famale Sort, which did influence 
their Conceptions fo effeftually, that Na- 
ture, at laft, took the Hint, and did it 
of her felf ; fo that a Round-head has been 
ever fmce as familiar a Sight among Us, 
as a Long-head among the Scythians. 

UPON thefe Examples, and others eafy 
to produce, I defire the curious Reader 
to dillinguifh, Firft between an EiFeft 
grown from Jn into Nature^ and one that 
is natural from its Beginning ; Secondly, 
between an Effect wholly natural, and one 
Avhich has only a natural Found^ation, but 
where the Superftrufture is entii^ly Arti- 
ficial. For, the firft and the laft of thefe, 
I underftand to come within the Diftrifts 
of my Subjeft., And having obtained 
thefe allowances, they will ferve to re- 
move any Objeftions that may bQ raifed 
|i^r?aft§r againft whati Hiall advance. 

V I THE 
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THE Praftitioners of this famous Arr, 
proceed in general upon the follow^ing 
Fundamental ; That^ the Corruption of the 
Senses is the Generation cf the Spirit : Bp- 
caufe the Senfes in Men are fo many Ave- 
nues to the Fort of Reafon^ which in this 
Opcrationis wholly. blockM up. All En- 
deavours muft be therefore ufcd, either to 
fdivert, bind up, ftupify, flufter, and amufe 
the Senfes^ or dfe to juftle them out of 
their Stations;; and while they are either 
abfent, or otherwife ^mployM or enga- 
ged irt a Civil War againft each other, 
^he Spirit enters and performs its part. 

NOW, the ufual Methods of managing 
the Senfes upon fuch Conjunctures, are 
what I ftiall be very particular in deliver- 
ing, as far as it is la>yful for me to do: 
But having had the Honour to be Inrtiated 
into the Myfteries of every Society, I de- 
fire to b6 exculed from divulging any 
Rites, wherein the Profane mqft have no 

BUT here, before I can proceed farther^ 
a very dangerous Objeftion muft, if poffi- 
ble» be removed : For, it is pofitively" de- 

fli?d 
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nied.^by certain Criticks, that the 5/^/r/> 
can by any means be introduced into an 
Aflembly of Modern Saints, the Difparity 
being fo great in many material Orciim- 
ftances^ ^t\veeh the Primitive Way of Jn* 
fpiration, and that which is praftifed ihr 
the prefent Age. This they pretend » to 
prove from the fecond Chapter of the 
^c/^, where comparing both, itappesirs; 
Firft, tliat the Afo^ks were gathend toge'^ 
ther mth one accord'- in one fUee ; by 
which is meant, an liniverficl Ap;reernent in 
Opinion, and Formfof* Worfhip ; a'Har- 
mony.(i&y.they^ foTar from being found 
between any two Conventicles among Us, 
that it is in vai a to expect it between 
any two Heads in the fame. Secondly, 
the 5^/Wr inftrnfted the Apoftles in the 
Gift of fpeaking feveral Languages ; a 
Knowledge fo remote from our Dealers' in 
this Art, that they neither underftand 
Propriety of Words, or- Phrafes in tlieir 
own. Laftly, (uiy thefe ObieQf&i'Svl^ The 
Modern Artif^s do utterly exclude all Ap- 
proaches of the S^irif^ /a nd , bar Op ^ts an- 
tient Way of enrring, .by covering .tl^m- 
f:lves fo dole, and To induitrioofly a tOf, 
For, ihey will needs kive it as 6 Point 
clearly gained , tliat the Cirjen Xongtm 

V 4 never 
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never fat upon the Apoftles Heads, while 
jheir Hats were on, 

NOW, the Force of thcfe Objeftions, 
ieemsto cQnfifl: in the different Accepta- 
tion of the Word, Sfirit : which if it be 
under ftood for a fupernatural Affiftance, 
approaching from without, the Objeftors 
have Reafon, and their Affertions may 
be allowed; But the Spirit we treat of 
here, proceeding entirely from within, 
the Argument of thefe Advcriaries is 
wholly eluded. , And upon tlie fame Ac- 
pount, our Modem Artificers, find it an 
Expedient of abfolute Neceflit^y^ ro cover 
their Heads as clofe as they can, in order 
\o prevent Perfpiration, than wliich no- 
thing is obferved to be a greater Splendor 
pfMechanick Light, as we may, perhaps, 
farther fhe^y in convenient Place. 

T 9 proceed therefore upjDp the Ph- 
f^omMo» oi Sfiritual Mechanifm^' It is here 
|;pt)e noted, that in forming and working 
\ip the Sfiris^ the AfTembly has a confider- 
ahle Share, as well as. the Preacher ; The 
Method of this ArcMum^ is as follows. 
They violently fl:rain their Eye-balls in- 
\irard, half cloung the Lids ; Then, as they

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lir, they are in a perpetual Motion of 
See^faw^ making long Hums at proper Pe- 
riods, and continuing the Sound at equal 
Height, chufing their Time in thofe Inter- 
tnimons, while the Freadier is at Ebb. 
Neither is this Praftice, in any part of. it, 
fo (inguiar or improbable^ as not to be 
traced in diftant Regions, from Reading 
and Obfcrvation. For, firft, 
the ^ Jauguis, or enlightned ./^f ' '^' 
Saints oi India ^ fee all their 
Vifions, by Help of an acquired ftraining 
and preflure of the Eyes. Secondly, the 
Art of See-faw on a Beam, and fwinging 
by Seflion upon a Cord, in orcjer to raife 
aitificial Extafies, hath been derived to 
Us, from our *|- Scythian An- 
ceftors, where it is praftifed sl^*^"" ^' 
at this Day, among the Wo- 
men, l-aftly, the whole Proceeding, as 
I have here related it, is performed hy the 
Natives of Ireland^ with a confiderable 
Improvement ; And it is granted, that this 
jioble Nation, hath of aU others, admit- 
ted fewer Corruptions, and degenerated 
leaft from the Purity of the Old Tartars. 
Now, it is ufual for a Knot of Irijby Men 
^nd Women, to abftraft themfelves from 
Aflatter, bind up all their Senfes, grow vi-

fioaary add fpiritual, by Influence of a 
fliort Pipe of Tobacco, handed round th: 
Company : each preferving the Smoak in 
his Mouth, till it comes again to his 
Turn to take in freQi : At the fame fime, 
there is a Confort of a continued gentle 
Hum, repeated and renewed by Inftincl, 
a$ Occafion requires, and they move their 
Bodies up and down, to a Degree, th^: 
fometiraes their Heads and Points lie pa- 
rallel to the Horizon. Mean while, yoj 
may obferve their Eyes turn'd up in tlit^ 
Pofture of one, who endeavours to keep 
himfelf awake ; by which, and many o- 
ther Symptoms among them, it mani- 
feftly appears, that the Reafoning Facul- 
ties are all fufpended and fijperieded, tha:

Returning from this Digrefllon, I (hall 
defcribe the Methods, by which the Spin:

thing, but.aftera fhortPaUfe, a fmall glim- 
mering Light begins to appear, and dance 
before you. Then, by frequently moving 
your Body up and down, you perceive 
the Vapors to afcend very fall, rill you 
are perfeftly dofed and fluftred like one 
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"\vho drinks too much, in ?. : . iNfofrning. 
NIean ^X^hiFe, the Ereacher is ,alfo at worn; 
He begins a loud Hum, wliich pierc^fs 
you quite thro* ; This is iiiimediately rie- 
tumdd by the. Audience^ .and ydu find 
your fcif prompted to imitate thern, by a 
meer fpontane6us,ImpuIfe, without know- 
ing what you do» Ih^Interfiitia are du- 
ly filled up by the Preacher,. to prevent too 
long a Pauie,; under which tht Spirit would 
foon faint and grow languid*! • 

THIS is. all I am allowed to difcover 
about the Progrefs of the Spirit ^v^hh fclaT- 
tion to that parr, which is born ,by the :^ 
femblj'y But in the Methods of the Prea- 
cher, to which I now proceed, I fhall bfe 
more large and particular.

Ho^v 
this Idea hath been managed by the In- 
disns and Us, and with what Advantage 
to the Underftandings of either, may weil 
defer ve to be- examined. To me, the dii- 
lerence appears little more than this, Thac 
They are put oftener upon their Knees by 
their tearsy and We by our Defires-^ That 
the formCT fet them a Prayings and Us 
3. Curfng. What I applaud them for, is 
their Difcretion, in limiting their Devoti- 
pns and their Deities to their feveral Di- 
ftrifts, nor ever fuffering the Liturgy of 
the jpbiu Q od, to^ofs qr interfere with 

that 
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that of the Black. Not fo with Us ; who 
pretending by the Lines and Mcafures of 
Dur Reafpn, to extend the Dominion of 
one invifible Power^ and contract that of 
the other, have dilcovered a grofs Igno- 
rance in the Natures of Good and Evil^ 
as molt horribly confounded the Fron- 
tiers of both. After Men have lifted up 
the Throne of their Divinity to the C^- 
lur/f Emfjraunfy adorned him with all fuch 
Qualities and Accomplilhments, as them- 
felves feem moft to value and poITefs: 
After they have funk their Principle of 
E'vil to the loweft Center, bound him 
with Chains, loaded hint with Curfes, 
furnifh'd him with viler Difpofitions than 
any Rake-hell of the Town, accoutred him 
with Tail, and Horns, and huge Claws, 
and Sawcer Eyes ; I laugh aloud, to (ee 
thefe Reafoners, at the fame time, enga- 
ged in wife Difpute, about certain Walks 
and Purlieus, whether they are in the 
Verge of God or the Devil, ferioufly de- 
bating, whether fuch and fuch Influences 
come into Mens Minds, from above or 
below, or whether certain Paffions and 
Affeftions are guided by the Evil Spirit, 
or the Good.

Years an even Debate, whether the De- 
portment and the Cant of our Engli^ En- 
thufiaftick Preachers, were PoffeOson^ or h- 
fpiration^ and a World of Argument lus 
been drained on either (ide, perhaps, to 
little Purpofe, For, I think, it is in Liu 
as in Tragedjfy where, it is held, a Convi- 
ftion of great Defcft, both in Order anJ 
Invention,to interpofe the Affiftance of pre- 
ternatural Power, without an abfoluteand 
laft Neceffity. However, it is a Sketch 
of Human Vanity, for every Individual, 
to imagine the whole Univerfe is intercfs'd 
in his meaneft Concern, If he hath got 
cleanly oyer a Kennel, fome Angel, unfeen, 
delcended on purpofe to help him by the 
Hand ; if he hath knockt his Head againlt 
a Poft, it was the Devil, for his Sins> let 
loofe from Hell, on purpofe to buffet him. 
Who, that fees a little paultry Mortal, dro- 
ning 



ning, and dreaming, and drivelling to a 
JVIukitude, can think it agreeable to com- 
mon good Senfe,. that either Heaven or 
Hell (hould be put to the Trouble of In- 
fluence or Infpeflion upon what he is a- 
bout? Therefore, I am refolved imme- 
diately, to weed this Error out of Man- 
kind, by making it clear, that this My- 
ftery, ot venting fpiritual Gifts, is nothing 
but a Trade^ acquired by as much Inftru- 
clion, and maftered by equal Pra6Hce and 
Application as others are. This will beft 
appear, by defcribing and deducing the 
whole Procefs of the Operation, as v^ri- 
oufly as it hath fallen under my Know- 
ledge or Experience.

HERE it may not be amifs, tp add a 
few Words upoa tlie. Jsudable Praftice of 

' ' wearing 
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wearing quilted Caps ; which is not a Mac- 
. ter of meer Cuftom, Humor, or Fafliioo, 
as ibme would pretend, but an Inftitution 
of great Sagacity and Ufe ; thefe^ whe: 
moiftned with Sweat, ftop all Perfpiration, 
and by reverberating the Heat, prevent the 
Spirit from evaporating any way, but a: 
the Mouth ; even as a skilful Houiewife, 
that covers her Still with a wet Clout, for 
tlie fame Reafoc, and finds the fame £[- 
ftGt. For, it is the Opinion of Cboia 
Virtuofij that the Brain is only a Crowd 
of little Animals, but with Teeth and 
Claws extremely fharp, and therefore, 
tling together in the Contexture we be- 
hold, like the Pifture of H<As^s Levu- 
tJjMy or like Bees in perpendicular Swarm 
upon a Tree, or like a Carrion corrupted 
into Vermin, ftill preferving the Shape 
and Figure of the Mother Animal. Thar 
all Invention is formed by the Morfure of 
two or more of thefe Animals, upon cer- 
tain capillary Nerves, which proceed 
from thence, whereof three Branches ipread 
into th§ Tongue, and two into the right 
Hand, They hold alfoi' that thefe Ani- 
mals are of a Conftitution extremely cold -, 
that their Food is the Air we attraft, their 
£xcrement Phlegm j and that what we 
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vulgarly call Rheums, and Colds, and Di- 
ftillations, is nothitig el(e but an Epide- ^ 
iiiical'Loo(ene(s, to which that little Com- 
monwealth is very fubjed, from the Cli- 
nttce it lyes under. Farther, that nothing 
leO; than a violent Heat, can disentangle 
chefe Creatures from their hamaced Su- 
tion of Life, or give them Vigor and Hu» 
mor, to imprint the Marks of their little 
Teeth. That if the Morfure be Hexago- 
nal, it produces Poetry ; the Circular gives 
Eloquence ; If the Bice hach been Conical, 
the Perfon, whofe Nerve is fo affeded, ihall 
be difpofed to write upon the Politicks^ 
and fo of the reft* 

I Ihall now Difcourfe briefly, by whac 
kind of Pradices the Voice is beft governed, 
cowards the Compofitidn and Improvemenc

I T is a Point of too much Difficuky, to 
draw the Principles of this famous Art, 
within the Compafs of certain adequate 
Rules* However, perhaps, I may ooe 
day, obhge the World with, my Cri- 
tical Eflay upon the Art of Canthg, Phi- 
lofophicAllj^ Fhyficall]^ and Mffficdly .ccnfi^ 
dereJ.

Im- 
provement and Perfe(2ipn, to an EfFed of 
Chance, but was eftabliflied upon folid 
Reafbns, and hath flouriihed in this I- 
lland ever fmce, with great. Luftre. All 
agree, that it ftrtl appeared upon the De- 
cay and Difcouragemenc of Bag^pipes, 
which having long fufiered under the 
Mortal Hatred of the Brethren, tottered 
for a Time, and at laft fell with Monarr 
chf.

Fortune-tellers in tforthern America^ who 
have a Way of reading a Man s Deftiny, by 
peeping in his Breech. For, at the Time

* there was hot one Vine in 
all Mgypt^ the Natives drinking nothing 
but Me; which Liquor (eems to have 
been far more ancient than Wine, and 
has the Honor of owing its Invention 
and Progrefs, not only to ^^.^ ^.^ 
the t Egyptian Ofyris, but to l i.d-B. 
the Grecian Bacchus, who in 
their famous Expedition, carried. the Re- 
ceipt of it along with them, and gave it 
to the Nations they vifited or fubdued.
